at 100 mph or better. Is this statement correct?

The guy who wrote that statement (and it 
could possibly have been me) probably meant 
that at 100 mph-plus in a good, well-sus- 
pended sports car you'd be a lot safer than in 
many sedans at 60 or 70 mph because of the 
superior brakes and maneuverability. How- 
ever, one factor should be kept in mind: the 
faster you go, regardless of the rig you’re 
driving, the more you reduce your area for 
maneuvering on the road. In other words, 
even on a perfect road two cars wide, the 
usable width is reduced to thread size at 125 
mph. A safe cut to the right or left which you 
might make at 45 mph would somersault you 
| for 1,000 feet at 125 mph. Even a fast whip 
out and in (a typical passing move at 60 
mph) calls for all the dexterity of a brain 
surgeon at 115 or 120 mph.

For instance, the Dream Car had interchange- 
able tops, hard and soft; this was first used by 
the Bird. There were also a number of other 
features that were similar but our Dream Car 
as it was designed would have been even bet- 
ter. As to anew Dream Car: If enough readers 
want it, we’ll design one because the 1960 cars 
still have a long way to go before they can get 
the stamp of Half-Way Perfect. Here’s a short 
list of what I think is wrong with our 1960 
crop in general, in case anyone is getting the 
idea I think they’re perfect. 

Most cars being built today (excluding the 
new compact cars) have far too little inside 
room for their gigantic outside dimensions. In 
my opinion, we’re not building a car in 
America with sufficient interior room for 
more than four passengers. Sure, you can 
cram in five, six or eight but it’s uncomfort- 
able and unsafe. Even with five passengers, 
unless they are all midgets, there will be dis- 
comfort on the seat where three are sitting. 

Today’s instruments, for the most part, are 
an insult to the buyer’s intelligence. No longer 
do you have a simple trip meter. The idiot 
lights for telling you whether the oil is oiling 
or the Gen is genning are right off the drawing 
boards of Feeble-Minded Polytechnic. The 
glaring reflections from the top of the instru- 
ment panel on the already-distorted wrap- 
around windshield are enough to gladden the 
heart of every eye doctor.

The cheapest kart kit 
sells for $130 and takes about three § 
hours of welding time to put together. 
Or you can buy a single-engined kart 
already assembled for as little as $140. 

There’s a lot you can do with thef 
basic kart, once you have it. You can 
start out with an inexpensive engine, 
then go to a more powerful one. You§ 
can add a second engine to drive the 
other rear wheel. You can get fancy in- § 
ternal-expanding (and very effective) 
brakes, super-quality clutches, rack- § 
and-pinion steering, fuel injection and 
custom-quality upholstery—these being 
just a few of the side industries that the § 
kart craze has created. 

And it has turned some long-existing 
industries upside down. For example; 
one of the world’s best small two-stroke 
engines and one of the best for karts is 
made by West Bend, a company that 
had been chugging along nicely for 
years making chain saw motors.

racing meets and help others to do the 
same. GKCA decreed that none but 
two-stroke engines are acceptable. This 
rule keeps karting costs down as there’s 
not much you can do to soup a two-cycle 
and the best of them are inexpensive.

Loy a new craze catches on with 

the American public, it usually 
spreads like a dozen eggs tossed into an 
electric fan. The hula-hoop, yo-yo and 
miniature golf have all had their day but 
there is a newer and bigger fad sweep- 
ing the country that looks like it’s here 
to stay. 

Karts—miniature racing chassis 
powered by lawn mower-type engines— 
have become the biggest rage since 
Sally Rand fluffed her fans more than 
a quarter-century ago. I first got wind 
of the Kart Kraze from top automotive 
executives and chief engineers who, 
during lulls in conversation about their 
products, would yak about the karts 
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they were tuning for their kids. Bill 
Newberg, executive vice-president of 
the Chrysler Corp., cornered me one 
day in Detroit to ask what tire pressures 
I’d recommend for his boy’s kart; New- 
berg himself was the kid’s pit manager. 
Another night, at dinner in Daytona 
Beach with Duane Carter (famous In- 
dianapolis driver and former head of 
USAC’s Racing Division) , he told me he 
was flying back home to Indianapolis 
that night because his son was racing a 
kart the next afternoon and he had to 
tune it up for him. Duane remarked, 
“It’s one thing to pull a slight goof with 
a race car, but you’d better not make 
any mistakes with the kid’s kart or 
you'll be disowned by the family.” 

In the Detroit region, General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler battle it out 
every weekend on the race tracks of the 
small fry, as the fathers try to out- 
smart each other in preparing their 
kids’ equipment. Many a big Madison 
Avenue account executive is now a kart 
fan and would rather bobble a client’s 
TV spectacular than miss a race where 
one of his offspring was driving. Herb 
Fox, senior vice-president of Cunning- 
ham & Walsh and account executive for 
Texaco, spent 15 minutes talking to me 
via radio-telephone on my boat about 
how his son ran away with a race in

New Jersey in his first try-out. If the 
kid had been elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa with an Oak Leaf Cluster, Herb 
couldn’t have been half as impress:

interest in karts than any other type f 
of racing (including Indianapolis-type 7 


cars, sports, Grand Prix and stocks) be- 
cause it is a participant rather than just 
a spectator sport. 

Kart races are at this moment being 
conducted regularly in every section of 
the country. The course (due to the fact 
that karts aren’t allowed on the high- 
ways and can’t be licensed) is usually 
a parking lot, a section of an airport 
strip or a special layout. The typical

erably, hardtop, is 1/20th of a mile, 264 


feet. However, many courses have been 
built on areas no bigger than 50x50 feet. 
Other courses have been designed with 
drag strips combined with obstacle 
courses of varying shapes. In other 
words, any place where you can find a 
quarter-acre or more of reasonably 
level ground can be quickly converted 
into a race track. At this writing there 
is a movement afoot to have a Pikes 
Peak run just for karts.

FISHING THROUGH THE ICE

AST January, while I was driving 
some friends along the snowbound 
shores of Lake Champlain, the 12-year- 
old son of my guests suddenly yelped, 
“Look! They’ve built a whole village on 
the ice.” 
I explained that what he saw was not 
a village but a group of ice shanties 
belonging to anglers fishing in them 
through the ice. This got everyone so 
interested I drove out on the ice so we 
could have a close look. Now my friends 
are fishing through the ice in their own 
shanty. It’s that contagious. 
Most people today, living north of 
parallel 40, are used to seeing shanty 
towns far out on the ice. Ice fishing is 
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one of the fastest-growing outdoor 
sports.

Anyway you slice it, the biggest news in the Chrysler camp this 
year is the switch-over to Unibody construction, which means the 
body and frame are now one welded, undivided unit. This results 
in a number of things (as VW pointed out many years before): 
Less squeaks and squeals per square inch and fewer rattles, by the 
very simple expedient of eliminating all body bolts used with the 
conventional frame. 

The 1960 Plymouth is the performance king in its field, either 
breaking away from a traffic light or flying through a speed trap. 
Tie this up with the fact they are the best road and cornering cars 
of the Big Three and you have quite a versatile package. 

In 1959, a Plymouth with the Golden Commando engine won the 
Big Three title at Daytona Beach by outrunning all Fords and 
Chevrolets. However, you’ll never find this in the record books. 
Due to a clerical goof, the Automobile Manufacturers Association 
specifications for Plymouth called for a certain size valve. These 
specs were filed several months before actual model introduction 
and were not revised. However, though no 1959 Plymouth V8 was 
manufactured with valves other than the size raced at Daytona, the 
officials had no choice but to disqualify the car when a competitor 
pointed out that the valve size was not that called for in AMA 
specs. Regardless, an absolute stock Plymouth did make the fastest 
time on the beach in its class—even though it didn’t win the cherry 
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TOP torsion-bar suspension 
lets Plymouth drill through 
hard bends and switchbacks 
as adroitly as many top sports 
cars, according to Uncle Tom.

Stylewise, the 1960 Plymouth has 
been sharpened up considerably. 
Though the writer feels it’s the best- 
looking car in its field as is, perhaps 
more drastic changes could have been 
made almost for free in 1960. To switch 
over to Unibody construction called for 
an entirely new set of dies and tools 
which would seem the opportune time 
for a completely new styling approach, 
if such a play were planned for the near 
future. Maybe there are no major style 
changes due for some time? 

A fast tour around the 1960 Plym- 
outh shows a lot of thought has gone 
into it, though some of the changes 
might appear minor at first glance. For 
example, the headlights are still nestled 
under the bulge of the hood. However, 
this air-catcher has been reduced appre- 
ciably—in fact, enough to save several 
horsepower at 90-100 mph. The rear 
deck line is quite similar to 1959’s, with 
just a little bulge difference in the 1960 
version. Anywhere you look, if you 
have a ’59 handy for comparison, you'll 
find a number of minute alterations— 
none of them of world-shaking conse- 
quence. 

An innovation this year, which I had 
on my test car, was a squared steering 
wheel. This is optional equipment. To 
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me, it seemed like steering with handle- 
bars. It’s not something I expect to see 
sweep the automotive world. The vent 
windows on the 1960 Plymouth pull in

CROSS a belt of frozen lakes and rivers stretch- 
ing through New Jersey, New York, New Eng- 
land and the northern Midwest, men, women and 
children have been bitten by the ice sailing bug. 
They go to outrace the wind—and if there’s any 
wind at all, they win every time. 

With a steady 15-mile-an-hour wind, an iceboat 
will scud over a lake at a speed of 45 to 60 mph. Even 
with no friction at all, which is what you almost get 
on the polished runners of the iceboat, that seems 
Ss : impossible. How is it done? Briefly, any sail moving

becomes what is called the boat’s “own 
apparent wind” because it has, in effect, 
become wind in relation to the moving 
boat. This OAW in turn increases the 
vacuum and consequently the speed and 
—well, this would go on to catastrophe 
except that there is some friction be- 
tween runner and ice to halt the fur- 
ther increase of speed. 

Due to this effect the iceboat goes 
faster sailing into the wind or off it than 
when running before the wind. With a 
following wind the speed of the boat is 
only that of the last puff of air. 

Until the age of gasoline motor pro- 
pulsion, man never went faster than 
when his sails skimmed over ice—ex- 
cept when falling. In 1908 an iceboat on 
the Shrewsbury River of New Jersey 
was clocked at 140 miles per hour. 
Years before that, ice captains on the 
Hudson River were speeding ahead of 
New York Central trains. 

The Iron Horse, though, never had to 
worry about commercial competition 
from iceboats. Ice boating requires spe- 
cific conditions—wind, hard freezes, 
and a fairly moderate snowfall. Many 
mountain regions have lakes aplenty, 
but heavy snow prevents sailing. 

Besides the areas mentioned in the 
United States, as well as parts of 
Canada, northern Europe near the 
North and Baltic Seas is the only region 
noted for ice yachting. Holland may 
have been the birthplace of the sport. 
Mid-18th-century accounts describe a 
Dutch sailboat mounted on runners— 
hull and all.

Antennas, like people, get 
old. We can’t do much about 
that but you can give your 
TV set a new lease on life 
by buying it a new aerial. 
Aerials have been greatly 
improved since the early 
days of TV. Now they have 
“directors,” “high and low 
band reflectors,” “folded di- 
poles,” “phasing stubs” and 
other items of similar ilk, all 
of which are designed to give 
you a better image when the 
commercial comes on. In fact, 
if you are an early TV fan 
and you still have your first 
TV antenna, you will be in 
for a pleasant surprise as to 
how much a new antenna 
will improve reception. 

An interesting develop- 
ment is a new twin-driven 
TV antenna and high-gain 
FM antenna made by Finco*, 
both of which can be in-

If you are the 
least bit handy with tools, installing this 
new antenna combination will not pre- 
sent any problem at all.

floor of the desired viewing and listen- 
ing area. 

While both antennas are mounted on 
the same mast, separate lead-in lines 
must be used.

Increas- 
ing the distance beyond three-and-a- 
half feet will not improve reception. 
Both of these antennas, Model B-6 for 
TV and FMT-A for high-gain FM 
reception, come in kits complete with 
hardware and insulators ready for in- 
stallation. The FMT-A is designed to 
bring in all stations from 88 to 108 mega- 
cycles without rotation. It features two 
folded dipoles matched with a quarter- 
wave phasing stub for an all-direction 
pickup. 

The B-6 twin-driven geomatic TV 
antenna incorporates four coaxial ca- 
pacitors in one folded dipole designed 
to operate as if it were one length on 
the low band and another length on the 
high band. The flat frequency response 
of this antenna makes it especially suit- 
able for color. 

The installation illustrated in the pic- 
tures is quite simple and well worth the 
effort. The reception is excellent on all 
TV channels and FM stations. Ghosts on 
TV have been virtually eliminated. 

A word of caution. Don’t take un- 
necessary chances. Be sure to have 
someone hold the ladder while you are 
climbing it. Don’t reach. Shift the ladder 
if necessary. Wear sneakers or remove 
your shoes when working on slate roofs 
or steeply pitched roofs. Be especially 
mindful of electric transmission lines.

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Convenience and practicality are two good reasons 
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for adding a door to your single-entrance garage.

| YOURS is a one-door garage, you 
may often have wished for the added 
convenience of a second, smaller door. 
The cost of installing your own win- 
dowed door is surprisingly small. In 
this instance it was further reduced by 
the utilization of a used door left over 
from a home modernization project. 
If you have not previously attempted 
a job like this, your greatest difficulty 
may be in cutting the necessary opening 
in the side of the garage. If your garage 
(like this one) is of stucco, use a por- 
table circular saw with a masonry 
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blade; if a wood garage, use a conven- 
tional blade. 

First of all, select the materials for 
the door and frame. Remember, the 
width of the opening will include the 
width of the door plus twice the thick- 
ness of the jamb stock. Figure the height 
to include only the door and the header, 
since no sill is used. 
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Next, lay out guide lines on the wall §

Keep tabs on the electrical system of your car by 


installing an ammeter and a voltmeter on the dash. 


NOWING at all times how your 

car’s electrical system is operating 
enables you to avoid a variety of 
troubles. But the red “idiot light” in 
today’s cars doesn’t give you a constant 
check—it lights up only when the gen- 
erator voltage is less than that of the 
battery’s. 

The key to proper operation of the 
electrical system is the voltage regula- 
tor and its action should be checked 
periodically. By knowing the current 
entering or leaving the battery, and the 
voltage at the battery, you can deter- 
mine when adjustment is needed. This

REPAIRS 


It often happens that there’s a simple remedy for 
the trouble that “‘strands’’ you miles from nowhere. 
By Frederick C. Russell

ORE than 60 million SOS calls will 

be made by stranded car owners 
this year. But you need not be one of 
those who are “at sea” when a break- 
down occurs if you have a reasonable 
idea where the target is when you’re 
trouble shooting. 

Owners have employed some novel 
ideas to solve their breakdown prob- 
lems. There was the fellow whose en- 
gine quit because the distributor’s 
breaker arm spring broke. Reaching 
into his pocket he produced a rubber 


band which he used to provide tempo- 
rary spring action by slipping one end 
over the arm and the other over the pri- 
mary terminal outside the cap. Replac- 
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ing the cap he started up the engin 
then drove the three miles to @ 
garage. 

While not every mechanical failure 
lends itself to emergency treatmen 
many difficulties can be overcome bf 
“making the best of a bad situation; 
For example, I was once forced to dri 
25 miles without being able to disengag 
my clutch. Every stop stalled the enginé 
and all starts had to be made in the 
jammed gear position—in this case, Se 
ond. The point is, I did manage to m 
it to a garage. 

Nor should you lie down and die when 
an automatic transmission starts slip 
ping excessively. There’s a good chan 
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HORN STUCK? First try tapping the cover 
of the relay box to separate the points. 


VACUUM may suck in a softened radiator 
hose, block coolant: drive below 30 mph. 
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REAR WHEEL spinning on ice or snow may 
be checked by applying hand brake lightly. 
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CHOKE FAILING? Block off carburetor air 
intake while someone operates the starter. 
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WET IGNITION is dried by spraying with 
a carbon tetrachloride fire extinguisher.

with a fuel pump that came loose and 
quit. You might say he finally got home 
on a wing and a prayer because, in addi- 
tion to being a car buff, he’s also a min- 
ister. Not only did he lack the tools to 
do the necessary mechanical work on 
the pump, but one of the two nuts hold- 
ing the pump to the engine had been 
lost. What to do? 

On lifting the lid of the luggage com- 
partment he noticed the wooden wedge 
which, until recently, Cadillac supplied 
to customers for use in blocking one of 
the wheels when jacking the car to 
change a tire.

A flickering fuel gauge or tempera- 
ture gauge panel lamp on a 59 DeSoto 
may be due to an intermittent ground 
connection between light socket and in- 
strument panel. The trouble may be 
corrected by soldering one end of a wire 
to the socket of the affected lamp and 
clamping a spade-type connector to the 
other end. Attach the spade under a

Excessive accelerator pedal effort on 
1960 Studebakers can be corrected by 
removing the pedal from the push rod 
and floor pan and grinding away a por- 
tion of the rubber at the “heel” of the 
pedal.

little patience often pays off. Recently I 
left my car parked on the street and—fool- 
ishly—failed to lock it. Returning to it 
later in the day I was surprised to find that 
the electric window lifts would not work. 
A weak battery was immediately ruled 
out when the engine started normally and 
the lights were bright as usual. Then I no- 
ticed that someone—perhaps a couple of 
neighborhood kids—had been fooling with 
the radio’s push buttons. Each of the win- 
dow motors is equipped with a circuit 
breaker that prevents overloading and 
damaging the motors if the windows are 
used excessively; twenty minutes later all 
the windows were operative again. 

Waiting will often result in a battery re- 
covering enough to crank the engine, espe- 
cially under conditions of rising tempera- 
ture. One motorist’s engine suddenly 
broke into a terriffic valve clatter. Investi- 
gating, he found the engine’s oil supply 
quite low; what oil remained was too hot 
and thus too thin. So he waited half-hour 
for the engine to cool off, then drove five 
miles to a garage without so much as a tap 
from the tappets. 

If an engine with good spark and a lively 
battery won’t start there’s a good chance 
that the choke isn’t working properly. 
Take off the air cleaner and hold a flat 
block of wood over the carburetor’s air in- 
take while someone operates the starter. 
This chokes the engine and will often pro- 
vide the needed start. You can do the job 
without an assistant by tying a string to 
the block: just yank the block away as 
soon as the engine starts. 

When another motorist couldn’t re-start 
his car following a stall, the service man 
who came to his rescue merely tapped the 
fuel intake area of the carburetor lightly 
with a wrench. Almost immediately the 
engine went into action. Stalling and fail- 
ure to re-start had been caused by a speck 
of dirt that prevented the carburetor’s 
needle valve from seating. A light jolt in 
the right area turned the trick by pre- 
venting the flooding action which, in turn, 
had caused both stalling and failure to re- 
start. 

In some cases of car trouble you need 
to be quick on the trigger rather than 
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philosophical and patient. For example, i 
both dashboard warning lights (oil pre. 
sure and battery charge) start flickering 
while the engine is idling it’s a sign of a 
impending stall. Gun the engine immei- 
ately in order to get more fuel flowin 
through the needle valve. Similarly, if th 
brakes don’t hold when you first pres 
down the pedal, start pumping immed. 
ately to build up a low fluid reserve ani 
eliminate any air in the system. 

One resourceful motorist found himself 
harassed by a set of brakes that built 
pressure and applied themselves until th 
car came to a halt. Cause was a clogge 
hole in the filler cap of the master cylin 
der; the cure called for bleeding the ling 
—but our friend didn’t have a bleede 
hose. So he removed the hose from the tir 
pump in his trunk; removed the bleede 
screw and loosened the bleeder valve; con- 
nected the rubber end of the hose to on 
of the front wheel bleeder fittings; ani 
pinched the hose together with a spring 
type clothespin (which he happily hap 
pened to have!) . Then when he pressed the 
brake pedal the pressure forced th 
clothespin open and allowed the fluid t 
escape; but when he removed his foot from 
the pedal the pin closed and kept air from 
being sucked into the system. How’s that 
for ingenuity in an emergency! 

On a trip last summer I began to worry 
about my car’s lack of power on hills and 
guessed that it was carburetor trouble 
Sure enough, lifting the hood revealed the 
exhaust manifold heat control valve stuck | 
in the closed position. Penetrating oil fa 
the valve’s shaft would have been the bes! 
remedy, but I had none. Then I recalled 
that it sometimes helps to tap the end d 
the shaft, which I did with the end of} 
wrench. Almost immediately the valve 
snapped open. By working it back and 
forth a number of times I got it free enougt 
to obtain normal action for the rest of the 
day’s driving. 

Yes, you can avoid the need for hollerin;

To illus- 
trate, a plus one diopter lens has a focal 
length of about 40 inches. This means 
that it will focus a sharp image of a 
distant object on your film when the 
lens to film distance is about 40 inches. 
Therefore, to figure out the strength of

can be drilled all the way through for bolts 
and nuts. 

The side frames, axles and crosspieces 
can now be assembled. Cut and flare the 
pieces and tack weld them, using a try 
square to make sure they’re aligned. Add 
the axles to the frame ends, squaring up 
the assembly as it progresses. Note that 
the front axle is rotated slightly in the side 
frame ends so that the kingpin axis has a 
7° rearward slant. The frame-axle assem- 
bly can now be completely welded at all 
joints. As the last step, add the diagonal 
crosspiece at the rear. 

The front wheel spindle units are made 
up next. Cut the kingpin bushing tubes to 
fit snug inside the brackets. Then weld the 
wheel spindle bolts to the sides of the bush- 
ings. Follow this by welding the spindle 
steering arm pieces to the bushings. Note 
that right- and left-hand units are required 
since the steering arm pieces slant inward. 

The steering and seat hoops are now 
formed and cut to fit onto the frame. To 
make the curves, apply heat and bend a 
little at a time so that the tubing will not 
deform. Tack weld the hoops in position 
after clamping them at the proper angles; 
then complete the welds. Next cut the 
belly pan and seat back to shape, checking 
the pieces against the frame for correct di- 
mensions. Tack weld the belly pan in place 
on the bottom of the frame and then skip 
weld the pan edges to the frame. Welds 
should be about one inch long and two 
inches apart. Where the pan touches the 
crosspiece at the steering hoop rosette, 
welds can be used or the sheet and tubing 
can be drilled for self-tapping sheet metal 
screws. To prevent the sheet steel from 
buckling during welding, use a chill block 
clamped about a quarter-inch from the 
edge along the area to be welded. The chill 
block can be a piece of %x1x24-inch 
steel bar stock. The seat back is skip 
welded to the front of the seat hoop in the 
same manner as the belly pan. Make half- 
round cuts to clear the side frame tubes. 
Sissy rails can now be bent to shape, fitted 
to the sides and seat hoop and welded in 
place. 

The steering assembly is made next. Cut 
and drill the steering shaft support 
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brackets of %x1-inch strip steel. Bend the 


steering shaft front end and drill it for the 
tie-rod bolt. Then bend the yoke to shape, 
Put brackets and collars on the steering 
shaft and weld the yoke to the shaft end 
Next slide the shaft through the top 
bracket to spread out the collars and weld 
the bracket to the underside of the hoop 
curve. Hold the lower end of the shaft at 
the proper angle to align the top bracket 
while welding. Finish by sliding the shaft 
into position and welding the front bracket 
to the top of the front axle. 

The tie-rod ends are threaded for about 
one inch to match the Heim ball end fit. 
tings. Clevis end or Ford brake rod ends 
could be substituted if the ball ends are 
not readily available. Adjust the rod ends 
at the center to align the wheel spindles 
at zero degrees. Toe-in or toe-out can he 
adjusted later when the kart’s running 
qualities have been checked. While work- 
ing on the front end, weld the pedal pivot 
bolts to the side frames. 

Drive and engine mount parts are next 
on the list. The wheel hub is first fitted 
with a large washer for bolting on the 
large sprocket. This permits removal of the 
sprocket if different sizes are to be fitted. 


(If you do not wish to bother with removal, | 


the sprocket can be welded flush to the 
wheel hub inside face.) The large washer 
and sprocket are drilled for mounting 
bolts. Disassemble the wheel to make 
welding on the hub easier. The large 


washer is welded to the hub ;';-inch from | 


the inside face so that the hub forms a 


shoulder for centering the sprocket. Weld | 


the washer from behind, aligning it care- 
fully so that it and the sprocket will track 
without any wobble. After assembly, 
mount the drive wheel and sprocket on the 
axle.

and sprocket. 

The spot brake is made and installed 
next. Detail drawings are self-explanatory, 
but follow this procedure for mounting on 
the axle: mount drive wheel on axle; 
mount brake on pivot bolt and tube; clamp 
brake firmly to sprocket in “brake” posi- 
tion (this will position pivot tube on bot- 
tom of axle tube); then clamp and weld 
pivot tube to axle. 

The throttle linkage is made next. Cut 
out and drill all parts shown on the detail 
drawing. Then put the engine in place on 
the mount so that the upper linkage parts 
can be aligned with the engine throttle. 
The brackets, rods and cranks can be as- 
sembled by brazing. Complete the throttle 
and brake linkage by making the pedals 
and push rods. Note that there are right- 
and left-hand pedals. Remember to slide 
the fairleads and stop tubes onto the push 
rods before bending the S ends. Rods can 
be fitted with clevis ends if desired so that 
adjustments can be made. Fit one end of 
the rod to the brake at the rear and put the 
pedal on the other end. Next put the pedal 
on the pivot bolt at the front, clamp the 
fairleads to the side frames and braze them 
in place. Braze the stop to the rod ahead of 
the fairlead with the brake off and clear of 
the sprocket. The throttle push rod and 
pedal are assembled in a similar manner. 
Last, make and install return springs on 
both pedals. 

This completes the metal work on the 
kart. All welds should be wire brushed. 
Welding splatters and braze flux should be 
chipped off all metal surfaces and the 
metal cleaned before painting. It’s a good 
idea to clean up the welds during fabrica- 
tion for easy access to the tight corners. 

The Clinton engine, of course, is not the 
only one which can be used; West Bend, 
Briggs & Stratton, Continental, Power 
Products and McCulloch engines fill the 
bill with slight mount modifications. The 
builder who wishes to customize his kart 
will find such items.as mufflers, drum 
brakes, chromed tanks, steering wheels 
and racing slicks available from the many 
kart manufacturers. You can add what- 
ever your pocketbook will allow—but sim-

field winding, a defective battery or a de- 
fective voltage regulator.

Thus, under normal driving conditions, 
the meter will read between 13.8 and 14.8 
volts, depending upon battery condition 
and voltage regulator setting.

appeared on this side of the Atlantic, on 
the Hudson River at Poughkeepsie. After 
the Civil War organized racing entered the 
picture. The Poughkeepsie Ice Yacht club 
was founded in 1861, followed a few years 
later by others in the same region. 

The iceboats of those days were huge, 
clumsy beasts that required practically a 
gale to get anywhere. Their sail areas were 
tremendous, totalling 1000 square feet and 
more; the distance from bow to stern was 
as much as 50 feet. And they were expen- 
sive. 

Ice boating in America was turned in- 
side out in the beginning of the ’30s. The 
Depression-Baby iceboats had a single 
steering runner near the bow, with the 
other runners aft, where they supported 
most of the stress of the mast as well as 
the human cargo. Before that the steering 
runner had been aft. A single sail replaced 
what until then was the customary sloop 
rig. Everything became smaller. One hun- 
dred square feet of sail area with a boat 
length of 20 to 24 feet became popular. 
The new iceboats began to win almost all 
the regattas, and they are still with us. A 
popular club boat nowadays is the Skeeter 
—cat-rigged with 75 square feet of sail. 

The major parts of the modern iceboat, 
with some typical dimensions, are: the 
backbone (stem-to-stern plank) of hard 
wood such as Sitka spruce, 22 feet long; 
the transverse runner plank of the same 
material, 15 feet long; the runners at both 
ends of the transverse plank (spring steel 
with a V-edge, held in a brace of alumi- 
num) varying from three to four feet in 
length; a shorter rudder or steering run- 
ner of the same construction; rotating mast 
of Sitka spruce, 21 feet high; and a cotton 
or nylon sail, 75 square feet in the triangu- 
lar section, several more square feet up to 
the after edge. 

For complete streamlining, many ice- 
boats have fuselages with one or two cock- 
pits. But a simple oval platform on the rear 
of the backbone usually suffices for the 
captain to sit or lie on. 

You can build a small iceboat for as 
little as $50. The DN ice yacht made by the 
Remi DeBlaers Company, 1548 Liberal, 
Detroit 5, Mich., comes in assembled or 
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kit form, at several prices ranging from 
$250 to $450. The DN’s are small iceboats, 
smaller than the Skeeters. Yankee Clas 
iceboats, which are Skeeter size, are made 
by Orchard Shoal Associates, 3895 Hyland 
Blvd., Staten Island 8, N. Y. They cost 
$942 for an unassembled kit, $1,542 for the 
complete boat. 

Although entire families cannot ride in 
small modern iceboats, watching Dad race 
is great fun. And loyal supporters can 
walk out to the starting line to help send 
off the family entry. Of course, the big 
thrill comes when you yourself are moving 


a mile a minute, an arrow in a spray of §

from blindness) is the accumulation of too 
many calories. This is one sport where a 
good little man can beat the spots out ofa 
good big man any day because the latter's 
low power-to-high-weight ratio becomes 
an extremely important factor. With all 
other conditions equal, a good 80-pound 
kid could cream any Indianapolis driver in 
a kart race—and if you own a kid of eight 
or more who couldn’t trim me in a kart you 
ought to reserve a rubber room for him at 
the funny farm; he’s nuts. 

Kart racing has grown so rapidly that 
there are some hazards which may pop up. 
The biggest danger, as I see it, is in too 
much speed through hopping-up. A smart 
mechanic like Smokey Yunick could prob 
ably add 15 mph to any kart without even 
trying, just by reworking the engine. 
There are now a lot of skillful boys going 
into the kart business, including Frank 
Kurtis, who has built the majority of In- 
dianapolis winning cars for some time. If 
the day comes when karts are really fast, 
because the boys have started mixing 
“fuel” (nitro) and raising compression 
ratios to the point where 100 mph on a big 
job will seem backward, karting will no 
longer be a sport for the average guy. 

At really high speeds, a kart is not the 
rig to be in, as the driver is as vulnerable 
as a lone strawberry in a herd of goats. If 
I had anything to do with running kart 
races, as the boys started making them 
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faster I’d keep lowering the maximum dis- 
placements. So far kart racing is a thor- 
oughly fun sport that is just as safe as 
playing golf—and I hope it stays that way. 

The kart I tested was a Norseman 
Thunderbolt, built by the Rocco Products 
Co. of Minneapolis. It was delivered by Bill 
Herbst, the Allentown, Pa., distributor, as- 
sisted by Bud Krause, an old-time stock 
car driver. Finding a place to run was 
pretty simple. In fact, we made the test on 
John Van Sant’s Doylestown Airport. 
When the kart arrived, George Forman of 
sports car fame was at my house. He, Jim 
McMichael, my Labrador Retriever Boji 
and myself headed for Doylestown with 
the T’bolt in the rear of a station wagon. 
Two anemic guys can load a kart into a 
station wagon with less effort than it takes 
to run a slot machine. 

My Thunderbolt was a two-engine 
model with an overall length of 62 inches 
and a wheelbase of 50 inches. The height 
without the rollbar (which came up to the 
middle of my skull), is a big fat 16 inches. 
When I was aboard, the clearance was 
practically non-existent. The tires are 
10.3” in the front and 12.4” in the rear. The 
wheels have Timken roller bearings, rated 
a lot sturdier than those on some of the 
earlier models. 

Each of the two engines displaces 5.76 
cubic inches and develops 4.5 horsepower 
at 5000 rpm—or a total of nine horsepower! 
The engines in my job were built by the 
Clinton Engine Co. and were two-cycle, 
similar to an outboard, but air-cooled. 
Each engine drives one rear wheel via a 
chain. The kart’s frame is of 114”, 14-gauge 
tubular steel, in the best race car tradition. 
The fuel capacity is one gallon. 

I made a number of initial runs in a 
small section of the airport—about 40 by 
100 feet. The acceleration was pretty fan- 
tastic and got me up to better than 30 mph 
in a very short distance. I found that the 
kart’s steering was quicker than a river- 
boat gambler dealing an ace off the bottom 
of the deck. My only disappointment was I 
didn’t have a place to let this thing really 
fly out. I was told by Bill Herbst that even 
with the cog it had, the kart I drove could 
easily top 60 mph. So I ordered some new 
cogs from the factory for really high-speed 
running. 

After we finished at the airport, Bill 


Herbst crated the kart and we shipped it 
off to my house in Florida where I'll really 
wring it out on the Daytona Speedway, 
possibly next February. So hold the phone 
and we’ll report from there later. Anyway, 
in the time I had it on this small airport 
strip, I had more fun than I’ve had driving — 
in a good many years. When you get the 
hang of spinning this rig (which can be 
done easily with a quick jab of the brake 
and a quick flip of the wheel), you’re 
really having a ball. 

This Norseman Thunderbolt has foot- 
controlled accelerator and brakes which, 
unlike the ones on some karts, really stop 
you. They are big contracting jobs, one for 
each rear wheel. This kart of mine may be 
a little too hot for young kids (in fact, I 
know it is) but with only one engine it 
could be safe for a tot. One thing I’m sure 
of, though, after spending some time with 
this vehicle, is that the kids who get their 
initial driver training by running a kart 
on a controlled circuit stand an excellent 
chance of becoming much better big car 
drivers than their old man when they get 
the keys to the family barouche at some 
later date. 

Karting duplicates every big-car con- 
dition in miniature—skids, slides and all 
types of control situations that few adult 
drivers ever get the chance to experience. 
It’s my prediction that the kids who learn 
in karts will have the best highway safety 
records in years to come when tooling the 
Detroit products. In the meantime, they’ll 
have a ball—more fun than they ever 
dreamed possible—and so will you when 
you try to outsmart the rest of the pack 
on the local track. From this moment on, 
you can put me down as a dyed-in-the- 
wool kart fan. ®

might not cover all vulnerable spots. This 
year the Unibody Plymouth (meaning 
frame and body) is dipped in several vats 
containing various chemicals for pickling 
and treating (if you haven’t had a pickled 
Plymouth lately, you haven’t lived). This 
means even the insides of the doors and 
under the seats and floorboards have been § 
treated to fight rust and dusting away. J 
Now this may be of no great importance to 
a guy living in the middle of the Mojave F 
Desert or Death Valley but for cars used F 
near salt water or in cold climates, where 
the roads are salted heavily in winter, it 
can mean at least double body life before 
shrapnel-like holes will appear. 

The 60 Plymouth is what is known as 
an Engineer’s Car—many of its virtues 
will go unnoticed by the casual buyer. The 
big payoff on a Plymouth comes when you 
put it on the road. With its torsion-bar sus 
pension (the finest in the industry), it can 
drill through hard bends and switchbacks 
as adroitly as many top-rated sports-cars. 
The ride is as comfortable as anyone could 
hope for. 

It was hotter than a fire-eater’s breath 
when I arrived at the Chrysler Proving 
Grounds one lonely Sunday morning to 
make a pre-introduction test of the new 
line. While a lot of guys were sleeping it 
off in church, we were buzzing the Chrys 
ler track at better than 100 mph, looking 
for weak spots in the 1960 bucket. If some 
of my clergymen readers (and I have 
some, believe it or not) are wondering 
what I was doing out there on a Sunday, 
let me hasten to explain that it is the one 
day the track is freed of all traffic by 
Chrysler’s own test crews and the only 
time I could have the entire multi-million 
dollar plant all to myself. 

My test Plymouth was equipped with 
the big Golden Commando engine displac- 
ing 361 cubic inches—slightly less than 4 
Hoboken beer parlor. This year Plymouth 
has several options to choose from i

power plants, including the new “Sono- 
Ramic Commando” V8 which, they claim, 
generates its own supercharged effect. The 
ram effect comes from two scoops just be- 
hind the radiator core, so that forward mo- 
tion through the air builds up pressure on 
the way to the carburetor. Actually, this 
is more or less the old ram principle used 
at Indianapolis when I was still wearing 
short pants. The SonoRamic Commando is 
areal big ball of wax, displacing 383 cubic 
inches and has, by an odd coincidence, 
specifications identical to the Dodge Super 
500 D. We didn’t test the SonoRamic as it 
wasn’t available but it should be hot 
enough to singe the hair on the statue of 
Sheridan’s horse. 

The plain Golden Commando torpedo, 
without the boost of ram-jam, can whizz 
out 0-60 mph in 8.2 seconds and top 120 
mph almost as fast as you can say it. At 
Daytona, this rig with the bigger engine 
and ram-feed should go like Halley’s 
Comet on a missile chase, if the boys have 
their gear ratios figured out right for a 
change. However, without getting into this 
bigger mill, the regular Golden Commando 
is quite a lot faster than any stock model 
Chevrolet or Ford, which means we can 
look for big things from Plymouth at Day- 
tona Beach this winter. 

Plymouth is also very pleased this year 
with its brand-new OHV in-line Six. This 
pot of bolts is laid over on its side at 31 
degrees for a lower hoodline and possible 
better center of gravity. This type of 
mounting is now featured on some Mer- 
cedes and was a real big deal when Stude- 
baker had it on their Indianapolis cars 
almost 30 years ago. As you probably 
know, in the last 12 months the demand 
for six-cylinder rigs has been the strongest 
in many years, especially by those who 
are tired of rising fuel prices and declining 
gas mileage. 

As a possible buyer, though, you may 
not be interested in high-speed perform- 
ance or any of the other technical facts 
we've just pointed out. So let’s consider 
the Plymouth as just an automobile. What 
have we got? I remember the time I bor- 
towed a Plymouth last year while my Im- 
perial was being serviced. My companion 
on a ride was Jimmy Carmine, former 
president of the Phileo Corp. and later

Those are dramatic examples. The more 
prosaic ones abound. There are any num- 
ber of sales jobs, with substantial earning 
potentials, which especially welcome men 
with bench background. Jobbers of auto- 
motive parts like them; so do the parts 
and accessory makers. There are continu- 
ing openings as insurance adjusters and 
clam examiners for men who have the 
practical experience to handle them. 

The fellow who wants to run a gas sta- 
tion can make good use of a background of 
auto mechanics. Then there is always the 
opportunity of moving up in the establish- 
ment where you start. And the profitable 
possibility of opening your own shop 
stands directly ahead for any competent 
mechanic. 

You may be asking yourself if you 
really have an aptitude for the job. Here’s 
alittle test you can give yourself: 

1. Do I like to putter around with me- 
chanical things? 

2. Are my health and stamina good? 

3. Do I understand simple blueprints? 

4. Am I patient in my work? 

5. Did I take basic science and math in 
high school? 

6. Do I understand basic mechanical 
principles? 

7. Can I roughly sketch out illustrations 
of those principles? 

8. Can I explain them easily to others? 

9. DoI get along well with people? 

10. Am I good with hand tools? 

Now if you answer Yes to the first five 
questions, or even to four of them, the 
chances are that you could take training 
as an auto mechanic and pass the course. 

If you can answer Yes to the last five— 
even a qualified Yes for a few of them— 
you may be potentially a foreman or super- 
visor or instructor. 

If you think you have the aptitude for 
the job, there are other things to consider. 
You'll have to be willing to wind up the 
day with a dirty face and hands. You’ll 
need the patience to keep learning. You’ll 
have to cope with customers who come in 
with a chip on their shoulders. In many 
larger cities you will likely find yourself 
Joining a union—the Machinists or Team- 
sters or Auto Workers.

One basic way is to study the trade in 
high school. High schools that don’t offer 
mechanic training courses do almost a- 
ways give manual training.

He will learn about blueprints ani 
diagrams and the basic elements of con 
struction. Meanwhile, he should be taking 
science and mathematics to the limit of his 
ability.

Then there are the privately operat, 
trade schools.

The best man is usually the man 
who can listen to a car, drive it, then put 
his finger on the trouble. That’s the kind 
of knowledge that earns confidence, cus- 
tomers, high pay and a feeling of pride in 
one’s work. ® 


Fishing Through The Ice

be sold. 

On Lake Champlain, smelt fishing draws 
the biggest crowds. Good anglers catch 
from 30 to 40 pounds a day. Excellent 
catches of other fish are also taken through 
the ice in this 120-mile-long lake, including 
panfish, walleyes and great northern pike. 
In some states it is also legal to catch trout, 
muskies, bass and whitefish all winter. 

In spite of bitter cold, sometimes —40°F, 
the shanties are surprisingly warm and 
comfortable. I’ve sat in them on subzero 
days, with a wind howling outside, and felt 
warm enough to shed my coat. Most 
shanties are homemade. The popular size 
is built to accommodate four anglers, with 
seats for two on either side and holes 
drilled in the ice at each angler’s feet. 

I suggest that you rent your shanty the 
first season. If you build your shanty, you 
must drill your own fishing holes. You'll 
need a good ice chisel or you may hire 
someone with a power drill. Then you must 
keep the holes from freezing over by pour- 
ing in a little kerosene or alcohol. 

Tackle is also easy on the pocketbook. 

Fishing with artificial lures is replacing 
minnows, cut bait and worms. This does 
away with tip-ups, underwater reels, and 
the time and nuisance of getting live bait 
and keeping it healthy in zero weather. 
_ I see a lot of homemade tackle on the 
ice these days, from simple hand lines for 
jigging, with line wrapped around a small 
piece of wood called a jiggle-stick, to work- 
able spinning outfits. Many ice fishermen 
are fashioning short rods by sawing off the 
butts of old fly rods just above the first 
guide. For fishing the tiny ice flies and pan- 
fish lures, they use the limber extra tips of 
glass fly rods. To both they add cork grips 
and the usual sliding rings to hold the spin 
reel. You can rent outfits in some shanty 
towns for $1 a day and up—without the 
lures, of course.

What lures should you buy? You don’t 
need many. Ice flies seem irresistible to 
all panfish. The most effective are the 
rubber-legged maribous, golden spiders, 
painted optic minnows, midget spoons for 
crappie, bluegills and perch, and the tiny 
bucktail jigs—but all on the market will 
catch fish. 

For big game fish, spoons and large jigs 
are taking terrific tolls of heavy fighters as 
are some spearing lures, fished just off bot- 
tom. I find it a good idea to buy lures in a 
tackle shop near where you plan to ice- 
fish. These stores usually carry the lures 
that are taking the most fish locally and 
are glad to give you a lot of very helpful 
advice. 

Of course, there are secrets to good ice 
fishing. First of all, when locating a spot 
for winter, look for a bar or shoal, prefer- 
ably near a weed bed or rocks and with a 
sharp drop-off into deep water. If the fish- 
ing is tops there during late fall, it is likely 
to be excellent during the deep freeze. Cut 
a couple of holes and give it a try as soon 
as the ice is thick enough to support you. 
By such prospecting you should have a 


dandy spot all picked out when the ice; 
thick enough to support your car and you 
shanty. Haul it out, drill your permaney 
holes and you’re in business for a lox 
winter of fun and excitement. 

Fish close to the bottom. Walleys 
usually feed within a foot of the bottom: 
northerns about four or five feet up, unles 
water is very shallow; brook and brow 
trout right along the bottom, except in 
water more than 20 feet deep. Lake trout 
are usually in deep water but quite a bit 
up from the bottom. Perch usually fee 
deep but are at times found just under th § 
ice—as are smelt. 

In deep water, I find a most effective rig 
to be one with a light sinker on the bottom, 
then three three-foot leaders tied at te 
foot intervals from bottom to top with th 
lures tied to the leaders. This covers 3 
feet of water from bottom to surface and is 
bound to find fish for you. 

Keep your lure moving up and downin 
a definite rhythm. This jerks the lure 
for eight or ten feet, then lets it flutter 
slowly back till the line is once more tight 
Then up again suddenly with the lure. And 
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so on, over and over. It’s this fluttering 
down of the lure that gets the fish. 

Don’t get discouraged when the fishing 
is slow. If you’re in a proven spot, sooner 
or later the fun will begin. But if you don’t 
keep at it, you might miss the action. 

A stout line is necessary for big pike 
and muskies along with a wire leader. For 
walleyes, perch and bluegills, which are 
frequently line-shy, a fine nylon leader is 
often necessary. For panfish, I like a 3x 
nylon leader at least six feet long. For wall- 
eyes, a 2x leader the same length. 

Here are three pieces of clothing I con- 
sider musts: Duofold underwear, which 
is light but warm as a stove, cotton inside 
and wool outside, thermal insulated rub- 
ber boots and a pair of waterproof plastic 
gloves. The rest of your clothes are just a 
matter of common sense. 

If you haven’t tried frostbite fishing, 
drive out to a likely lake this weekend, 
rent a shanty and some tackle and give it 
a whirl—and don’t forget to take the kids 
and the missus. Ten to one you'll all won- 
der why you’ve missed it this long.

One of th ® 
strangest memories of my blimp flight wa 
standing with my head poked up intoa® 
blister on the floor of that great cavem & 
working a spotlight around. Besides the & 
ballonets and the cables I could see a grea © 
tube snaking upwards—that was how they § 
climbed to the wart when necessary. The 
helium was invisible. It is a non-toxic gas 
but it affects the voices of these wh 
breathe it; when a blimpman starts tak- 
ing like a choirboy, they begin looking for 
a leak. Leaks are no cause for panic—th 
gas is under very low pressure and wil 
not hiss out through a pin-prick. Holes, 
even quite large ones, can often be repaired 
in flight. 

My blimp belonged to Airship Airborne & 
Early Warning Squadron One—which yo 
can not blame Navy men for calling ZW-1 
ZW-1 is part of an Air Force-Army-Navy 
air defense system called CONAD—Co- 
tinental Air Defense Command. 

Commander W. F. Hartman, top mand F 
ZW-1, drove photographer Curt Gunther F 
and me out to the blimp from his office in 
a hangar building. We had been given goo 
Navy coffee, a briefing on the modem 
blimp and a warning not to jump in cas 
anything should go wrong. After Com 
mander Hartman turned us over to lit 
Commander Al Furtek, the radar boss 
the blimp, Commander Furtek gave us the 
same warning. They must have know 
some jumpy people in their time. I am 
jumper myself; my technique is to hang 
on and shut my eyes. 

All the warnings had to do with the} 
fact that close to the ground the airships 
a trickier proposition, generally speaking, 
than a heavier-than-air machine. Ow 
blimp was held fast by its nose to a moor 
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ing mast and moved in the sharp wind like 
a big weathervane. To get aboard we 
hopped from the apparently moving con- 
crete to the apparently stationary ladder 
behind the forward wheel of the tricycle. 

In the Pilot’s Compartment we were 
introduced to Lt. Commander Robert 
Bowser. We watched the ground handlers 
haul away the mooring mast with their 
Mule—a very maneuverable tractor built 
for towing these bouncy balloons. Then we 
made an airplane-style take-off. The sen- 
sation, to anyone used to taking the Friday 
night plane to Squaresville, is nothing 
special. Blimps take off and land like 
planes, only they use very little runway. 

A tour of the car revealed the radar 
room, full of men busily watching scopes 
and sending messages. Behind that—all 
right, aft of it—was the engine room. It was 
deafening in there; the engines are in the 
car, though the props they drive are on 
outriggers. Twin Pratt & Whitney 700-hp 
engines shove the blimp forward. The 
blimp can carry enough gas to feed these 
modest mills for days. If necessary the 
blimp can be free-ballooned to a landing. 


Behind the engine room was the con- 
venience. Impermeable paper bags are 
used and then simply tossed off the Back 
Porch or Observation Deck. “But not while 
we're over land,” said Commander Furtek, 
smiling briefly. 

Aft of the convenience was the Back 
Porch. The rear hatch was open to the 
sea air and one could lean out over noth- 
ing and look down at the pine woods of 
South Jersey. This hatch is used at sea to 
take water aboard for ballast. 

Commander Furtek went back to his 
radar and left us with Lt. Don Hartman, 
who was not related to Commander Hart- 
man. Don was called Chico because of a 
fancied resemblance to the natives of Cuba, 
where he had been stationed. Chico took 
us up to the top deck to have coffee, try 
out the bunks, look into the bag and bat 
the breeze with the off-duty crew. 

Going back to the Pilot’s Compartment 
Chico and I paused to talk, at the foot of 
the ladder, about his feeling about blimps. 
“They’re alive,” he said, and explained 
that, like huge babies, they need constant
